(11) Agreement on the extension bv the Government of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics to the Government of India of a credit for the 
purpose of collaboration in the realisation of the Third F.ve Year 
Plan, signed on the 12t.h September, 1959 by Shri B K, Nehru, Com¬ 
missioner General for Economic Affairs.
